Of Napoleon, are veiy scarce. * 

A Public Library without this important work of reference, should hasten to secure this copy. 
The** Moniteur/* ever since its foundation by Pancoucke in 1789, has been entirely, and not 
in part, considered and treated as belonging, corps et ame, to every successive Government. In 
return for that complete abandonment of itself, the Government renders it obligatory on the 
greater part of the public functionaries to subscribe to- it, the amount of the subscription to 
die “ Moniteur** being regulated by the Government. The Directors- General of the Ministerial De- 
partments, Procureurs-lmperiaux, Prefects, Sub-Prefects, &c., all take it; it is thus secured a regu- 
lar and permanent body- of subscribers, calculated at about 20,000. It is the Government that 
appoints the director and editors. The director, or gSrant, is presented’ by the Minister of State, in 
his official capacity, to the Minister of the Interior, from whom he receives his “ investiture ;** and 
before any editor or contributor is admitted the approval of the Minister of State must be previously 
obtained. The editors of the other journals are merely presented by their proprietors to the Minister 
of the Interior, his approval being indispensable ; but in the “ Moniteur** nothing can appear with- 
out the sanction of the Minister of State. 

Between the “ partie officielle” and “ non-officielle” there is rather a distinction than a differ- 
ence. When the decisions of the Government are in the form of u decrees” they appear in the 
“partie officielle ;** when the Government desire to rectify a fact, explain a resolution, or make any 
communication whatever, they are inserted in the “partie non-officielle;** but these communica- 
tions are invariably intended to signify the will of the Government. I may instance the article 
explaining the policy of the Government on the Prusso-Swiss question sometime since, that refer- 
ring very recently to Belgium and the required change in the law on the refugees, and the artiele a 
week or two ago which was given as the official explanation on the state of the French Protestants. 
The law on the press requires that the articles in every other newspaper in France shall be signed 
by their author, or by some one for him, and it imposes a severe penalty for its infraction. The 
articles in the ** Moniteur’* are never signed; and the Procureur- Imperial has never prosecuted it.*'

This edition of the works of Rabelais, printed by Didot the Elder, is ornamented with 132 en* 
gravings, 120 of which serve to illustrate the Songes drolatiques . 
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Cardinal Duprat was so enamoured of Rabelais* works that be was never without a copy of 
them. Wherever he went, his Rabelais went with him. Cardinal Jean du Bellay was possessed of 
the same feeling ; he admired Rabelais so much, that he refused a learned individual of the day, a 
seat at his table, because he had not read the Book , for so Rabelais* singular narrative was called. 
Boileau styled him, good sense under a mask. La Bruy&re spoke of him as follows : “ Rabelais is 
incomprehensible. His book is an inexplicable enigma ; a chimera. It is the face of a beautiful 
woman, in other respects terribly deformed. It is a monstrous compilation of moral beauty and vile 
corruption ; what is bad of it is of the worst description, the height of vulgarity ; what is good, is 
most exquisitely so, the perfection of delicacy.** 

Sterne is well known to have been a great admirer of Rabelais, and not a little of the spirit of 
the CurS de Meudon, is diffused through his writings. The quaintness and abruptness of his style 
may be traced also to Rabelais. 

Rabelais is more celebrated than read. In every page of his satire may be traced the character 
of the man, whose words on his death bed were — Je m'en vais chercher un grand peutetre. 

Swift, who has been called by some the English Rabelais, perhaps caught the idea of his Tale 
of a Tub, and of his Gulliver, from a knowledge of the CurS de Meudon' s productions. 

u Whoever desires to understand the ideas and opinions of those times (the Civil Wars of 
France), fully, must read Rabelais. In the picture of licentiousness, full of repulsive nudities, which 
he unfolds, lies concealed a profound seriousness. Rabelais is one of the few masters of satire who 
has depicted the failings of a whole epoch in great and truthful outlines. He cites the errors of all 
classes before the tribunal of 9ound human understanding the extravagance of the chiefs of the 
land, permitted by over-indulgent kings ; the disorders of the capital, which the King, to the as- 
tonishment of strangers, did not better suppress by the administration of justice ; the abuses of 
justice itself — its forms confusing and entangling the cause — its multiplied documents in the process 
— and at last its decisions arrived at as if by the chances of the dice.’* — Athenceum.

The more modern prose Edda bears Snorro Sturleson’s name, although this collection of the 
Myths of the gods and interpretation of wars, of metre, and of the images of pagan poetry, was 
gradually formed by the labours of several persons. It was destined for the instruction of the 
younger Scalds, and it proves that the ancient poetry was retained much later among the Icelanders 
as a learned art. 


The ancient mythological songs, to which the more modern Edda refers, are almost all pre- 
served They are found in the poetic and more ancient Edda of Samund (from the priest Saemund 
the learned, who died in 1133, and is regarded as the author of this collection). It also contains 
those heroic traditions whch, founded on the remembrance of the great migration of nations, are 
here preserved in their primitive and pagan form, while those in Germany underwent a Christian 
transformation ; on this account, therefore, they are invaluable in tracing the history of German 
traditions.

“ Our great want is interpreters. It would appear that there are only three English interpreters 
available for our use in all China. Mr. Wade and Mr. Parkes are worked beyond all reason, and, 
what is more to the purpose, they toil in vain to overtake the exigencies of the public service. Mr. 
Alabaster, a young man of some acquirements in Chinese, is in attendance upon Yeh. There is a 
Chinaman named Wang, and a Portugueze named Lozario. These are the only mouths through 
which we can communicate with this people. All the other Chinese scholars are, I suppose, engaged 
in their consular or their missionary labours. Where are the * students’ who are sent out with a 
salary to learn Chinese ? Some say the experiment is yet so young that they have not had time to 
learn ; others affirm that they are taken from their studies to do clerks’ duties as soon as they arrive 
in China, and therefore never will have time to learn ; and there are others who say that, notwith- 
standing the King’s College examination, the choice is made with so little discrimination as to 
aptitude for learning languages that they never can learn. As to the cause I am not confident, but the 
effect is certain — they are not available in any number proportionate to the demand for their services. 

“Where are the interpreters who were to be supplied by the Bishops’ College, an institution 
that 1 believe has for some years received £250. annually for this purpose ? It has never yet turned 
out one Chinese scholar. In the destitution which exists, I understand that some of the pupils of 
this College have been employed to interpret in the Police-Court. I can testify that their per- 
formance is most distressing to witness. A question from the magistrate is followed by a five 
minutes’ wrangle between the interpreter and the witness or prisoner. I am told that their Chinese 
has the greatest possible degree of remoteness from resemblance to Mr. Davies's English, and it 
would certainly puzzle a jury of sphinxes to understand the English they extract from Chinese. 

If we are to have an extensive intercourse with China we must have a large staff of inter- 
preters, who should be confined to their duties as interpreters.”

The first English and Turkish Dictionary published, written by Mr. Redhouse, a thorough 
Turkish Scholar, who resided for 20 years in Turkey, employed by the British and Turkish Govern- 
ments in their diplomatic intercourse ; the Author of the only printed Dictionary of the Turkish 
Language, explained in Turkish, for the use of Turks. 

This Dictionary has the Orthography of the Turkish Words, and also their correct pronuncia- 
tion and accentuation, two things never achieved, and the latter never attempted, even in the best 
Dictionaries published on the Continent. It cannot fail of being acceptable to the very great number 
of our countrymen now interested in obtaining quickly a competent knowledge of the language of 
our eastern allies; the greater number of errors to be traced in every page of the more voluminous 
and much more expensive continental works of Meninski, Bianchi and Hindoglou, is a circumstance 
which greatly deteriorates the value of their productions. 

The Turkish Language is, in itself, well worthy of the labour of being acquired ; there exists 
in that language a literature, mostly in manuscript as yet, it is true, and varied and as refined as that 
which is known to be found in the Persian tongue. In a political, anil in a commercial view, the 
tongue of the Ossmanli merits as great attention as any, since its use, or that of its congeners, among 
natives of every sect and nationality, or among official people, is spread from Tunis in Africa, 
throughout the Turkish Empire, the northern half of Persia, Khorassan, to Independent, Chinese, 
and Russian Tartary. But it is as true, as it will appear singular, that whether from apathy , or from 
the fatal delivering themselves up into the hands of double sets of interpreters (one set consisting 
of Greeks, Armenians, Jews, or Levantines, who explain verbally between Europeans and Turks, 
and the other of Turkish writers, who reduce these verbal explanations into written forms of their 
own), the greater part of our merchants and consuls living in Turkey, some for periods of fifty 
years, are unable, with a few rare exceptions, to read a word of the language, or perhaps to under- 
stand it when read to them ; and many are even incapable of uttering a single phrase in common conver- 
sation. The fact, however, of servants, working engineers, and others, picking up Turkish in a 
short time, without books or aids of any kind, is sufficient to indicate that there is nothing peculiarly 
difficult in the language itself ; while the mere mechanical difficulty of the handwriting, as is known 
to all students, is equally easy to be got over with a little practice.

That Leo should then strive in 
vain to suppress the work he bad previously favoured, and that after five years of suspense and im- 
prisonment, this Polyglot should come to light at the crisis. Whether the Bible was for the many 
or the few, whether the Vulgate Latin was of the same authority as the originals ; this is indeed 
such a marvellous combination of events apparently independent and adverse, that we may well ap- 
peal to it, as the nodus vindice dignus of superhuman solution.

First Editions of many of the Parts, in large, cle<m, and per/ect state. Partes 12, 13, of 
the Grands Voyages , and Pars 1 of the Petits Voyages , are a trifle smaller than the other volumes 
of their respective suites. The leaf “ad Lectorem Prefatio,” Pars IV. Gr. V. (wanting in many 
copies) is shorter than the rest, having been inserted from another copy ; two or three other leaves 
{plates) are inlaid. 

The important additions of the Elenchus (9 leaves, the reprint) to Pars I. of the First Series, 
and the Appendix Regni Congo , to Pars I. of the Second Series, neither of which belong to the 
first editions of those parts must not be overlooked. This fine series was purchased of the late 
Mr. Thorpe, some years since, for £175. 

As considerable variations are found in sets of De Bry, this copy must be accepted by the 
purchaser as not being subject to collation.

— T his is a magnificent specimen both of ancient printing and of ancient 
engraving. “ If Kobnrger,” says Dr. Dibdin, “ had printed only this Chronicle, he would have 
done enough to place his name among the most distinguished of his typographical brethren/’ It 
has always been styled, by way of distinction, the Nuremberg Chronicle, and scarcely any volume 
bas been so celebrated for a long series of years. The engravings, which are upwards of 2200 in 
number, are in wood, and were executed by Michael Wolgemut and Pleydenwurf, the former of 
whom was the master of Albert Diirer ; the subjects are Portraits of illustrious Characters, Views 
of Towns, See. &c.

These valuable and important publications of the English Historical Society are now closed, 
they deserve the particular attention of Collectors, Historians, and Librarians ; they comprise .a 
greater mass of information about our English History, and in a more convenient form, than 
hitherto published.

This is a reprint of an excessively rare and curious book, whose intrinsic and historical value has 
not been sufficiently appreciated. It professes to narrate the author’s wanderings through Europe, 
and his inarches in company with an Irish regiment in the Imperial service ; and contains a contempo- 
rary and curious record of the troubles of that momentous epoch, when the Thirty Years’ War was 
desolating Germany, and crowning with glory the brilliant achievements of Gustavus Adolphus, Wal- 
lenstein, Bernard of Weimar, Banner, Torstensohn, Piccolomini, Konigsmark, John of Werth, and 
• other great leaders on both sides of the struggle ; when Richelieu and his successor Mazarine were at 
the head of government in France, and the great Conde was already advanced on his splendid career ; 
and when those civil troubles that ended in the death of Charles I. were convulsing the British isles. 
At page 16, there is an interesting description of London and its sights : The Tower, Westminster, 
Whitehall, the Exchange, London Bridge, Old St. Paul’s, etc. all of which Carve visited, and here 
records his admiring impressions of. 

The work has seldom been met with, complete, even by the most laborious collector of rarietieB ; 
so that this reprint, with the addition of a general Index and a short account o» the author, 
will, it is hoped, be found a valuable accession to a library, whether it be considered as a curious book 
or one valuable to the historical student. 

From this author the historian Harte has taken his principal material for detail of the pomp and 
power of Wallenstein j andCoxe, in the History of the House of Austria, acknowledges his obligations 
to Carve, whose work he styles equally scarce and curious. Indeed the powerful enmity which Carve 
provoked by his writings caused their destruction and suppression (in the Ittnerarium, particularly of 
the last part) ; and this circumstance gave to them that character of excessive rarity which they have 
retained for more than a century and a half. 

The following is Carve’s own account of the circumstances under which the Itinerary was written : 

“ Not in the quiet chamber of study has it been composed, but beneath the tents of war, where my 
busy pen found no peace from the ominous clangour of the hoarse trumpet and the loud roll of the 
battle- drum ; where my ear was stunned by the dreadful thunder of the cannon, and the fatal leaden 
hail hissed around the paper on which I was writing.”

This Dictionary has the Orthography of the Turkish Words, and also their correct pronunciation 
and accentuation, two things never achieved, and the latter never attempted, even in the best Diction- 
aries published on the Continent. It cannot fail of being acceptable to the very great number of oui 
countrymen now interested in obtaining quickly a competent knowledge of the language of our eastern 
allies ; the great number of errors to be traced in every page of the more voluminous and much more 
expensive continental works of Meninski, Bianchi and Hindoglou, is a circumstance which greatly de- 
teriorates the value of their productions. 

The Turkish Language is, in itself, well worthy of the labour of being acquired ; there exists in thal 
language a literature, mostly in manuscript as yet, it is true, as varied and as refined as that which is 
known to be found in the Persian tongue. In a political, and in a commercial view, the tongue of the 
Ossmanli merits as great attention as any, since its use, or that of its congeners, among natives of every 
sect and nationality, or among official people, is spread from Tunis in Africa, throughout the Turkish 
Empire, the northern half of Persia, Khorassan, to Independent, Chinese, and Russian Tartary. But 
it is as true, as it will appear singular, that whether from apathy, or from the fatal delivering themselvei 
up into the hands of double sett of interpreters (one set consisting of Greeks, Armenians, Jews, oi 
Levantines, who explain verbally between Europeans and Turks, and the other of Turkish writers, whc 
reduce these verbal explanations into written forms of their own), the greater part of our merchants and 
consuls living in Turkey, some for periods of fifty years,, are unable, with a few rare exceptions, to read 
a word of the language, or perhaps to understand it when read to them ; and many are even incapable oi 
uttering a single phrase in common conversation. The fact, however, of servants, working engineers, 
and others, picking up Turkish in a short time, without books or aids of any kind, is sufficient to 
indicate that there is nothing peculiarly difficult in the language itself ; while the mere mechanical 
difficulty of the handwriting, as is known to all students is equally easy to be got over with a little 
practice.
